States advances 
peace proposals it intensifies 
the war in Vietnam This shows 
that the American leaders are 
“ impudent liars.” he declared. 
Nguyen Thanh Le was com­ 
menting at a news conference 
on recent statements by Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk and 
President Johnson and the an­ 
nouncement Thursday that 4,000 
new American troops had ar­ 
rived in South Vietnam. 
Linking the troop arrival with 
Johnson’s appeal to world opin­ 
ion to urge North Vietnam to 
match U.S. restraint in limiting 
the bombing of North Vietnam, 
he said. “ This shows again that 
each time the United States ad- 
vaix’es proposals of peace, it 
makes a new intensification of 
the war. . . All this shows that 
the American leaders are impu­ 
dent liars.” 
Le said that the statements by 
Rusk and Johnson in the pa.st 
few days and the sending of new 
troops “ is new evidence show­ 
ing that the government of the 
United States continues to press 
the war against the Vietnamese 
people, clings to its colonialist 
and warlike position in the offi­ 
cial Paris conversations and 
continues obstinately to demand 
reciprocity.” 


Mexico City 
Damaged By 
Earthquakes 


M EXICO CITY 
(AP) - A 
sharp earthcjuake hit Mexico 
City and a wide area of Mexico 
tociay, 
shaking 
a 
nine-storv 
building off its foundations and 
damaging other structures. 
The Red Cross reported 3 per­ 
sons dead and 60 injured, most­ 
ly the victims of falling debris. 
The quake lasted 72 seconds 
and caused considerable panic 
here and at other points in the 
country, including Jalapa. capi­ 
tal of the gulf state of Vera 
Cruz 
A nine-story building, most 
ly glass and aluminum, was al­ 
most demolished although still 
standing after the quake

US Casualties Increase 
As Reds Press Attacks 


SAIGON (AP) -- Hurling ban­ 
galore torpedoes and other ex­ 
plosive charges. North Viet­ 
namese troops attacked two 
U.S. Marine units in South Viet 
aam’s northern provinces and 
killed or wounded nearly all of 
the Americaas. 
Fourteen Leathernecks were 
killed and 22 were wounded in 
the attacks Thursday and today 
They (xx'urred south of Da Nang 
within 35 miles of each other. 
The U.S. Command said 19 of 
the enemy were killed. 
In one attack before dawn to­ 
day. North Vietnamese troops 
hit a combined action platoon of 
about 15 to 20 Marines and 40 to 
45 South Vietnamese militiamen 
in night defensive positions 
around a small village about 60 
miles south of Da Nang. 
Two or three enemy soldiers 
penetrated the platoon’s perime­ 
ter, throwing charges as they 


broke in. but they weie quickly 
stopped. When the fight was 
over. U.S. headquarters said, 
nine Marines, three South Viet­ 
namese and 12 of the enemy had 
bc'en killed, eight Marines were 
wounded and so were several 
militiamen 
Twenty-four hours earlier, a

reconnaissaiK'e 
team outnumbered 10 to 1 was 
overrun by North Vietnamese 
troops who killed five Marines 
and woundcxl the other 14.

Fear 20 0 Persons 
Died in Earthquake 


MANILA (AP) — Rescue 
workers dug through the rubble 
of a five-story apartment house 
that collapsed in Manila today 
during the Philippines’ worst 
earthquake in memory. One Fil­ 
ipino said he saw 12 bodies re­ 
moved from the wreckage, and 
a police spokesman said it was 
believed that about 2(X) persons 
were killed throughout the Phil­ 
ippines. 
It will probably take days for 
a reliable casualty toll to be 
compiled It was believed that 
most fatalities occurred in the 
apartment building that col­ 
lapsed in the capital’s Chinese 
quarter, but estimates of the 
number of tenants ranged from 
400 to 1.100 and reports of the 
number of missing varied just 
as widely. 
The quake came at 4;21 a.m., 
while most people were in bed. 
It lasted almost a minute and 
registered six on a scale of nine. 
It was felt throughout the main 
island of Luzon, and damage 
was believed heavy 
The tremors toppled the spire 
of the Church of Christ Cathe­ 
dral in Manila, leveled cement 
walls throughout the city, twist-

Death Toll 
I n Crash 
Uncertain 


MILAN. Italy (AP) - An Al­ 
italia IX ’8 jetliner flying from 
Rome to Montreal, crashed and 
burned Friday during a violent 
thunderstorm as it was ap­ 
proaching 
Milan’s 
Malpeasa 
Airport with 95 persons aboard 
Alitalia said 82 survived. 
The airline .said it was search­ 
ing for more survivors. Of the 
82 known to have survived. 57 
were reported in hospitals. The 
other 25 were virtually unin­ 
jured and were brought to the 
airport, six miles from the 
scene of the crash. 
In its latest count. Alitalia 
said there were 85 passengers 
and 10 crew members aboard. 
Earlier it had reported three 
more pa.ssengers. 
The plane crashed m a wood­ 
ed area as it was approaching 
the riKxlern international airport 
of this Italian industrial capital. 
The control tower reported it 
lost radio contact with the sleek, 
swept-wing plane at 4:08 p.m. 
Seventeen minutes later the 
plane was reported smashed 
and burning six miles north of 
the airport, which lies 36 miles 
northwest of Milan 
It was the first commercial 
airplane crash in Italy sinc'e a 
Trans 
World 
Airlines 
jet 
crashed taking off from the 
Rome airport on Nov. 23. 1964, 
with a loss of 48 lives. 
F'irst reports from the scene 
of today’s crash said some of 
the passengers were hurled 
from the plane when it crashed, 
and they landed on the ground 
practically unharmed.

Government headquarters said 
that in one of them terrorists 
riding on a motorcycle, inc'lud- 
ing a woman, threw a pack of 
explosive charges in front of the 
house of a government official. 
A spokesman said the blast 
caused no injury to Minister 
Huynh Van Dao, secretary to 
the premier. A military jeep in 
front of Dao’s house was badly 
damaged. The terrorists fled. 
Five South Vietnamese sol­ 
diers and two civilians were 
wounded in two grenade throw­ 
ing incidents.

MIAMI BEACH. Fla. (AP) - 
“ The difference between a R e­ 
publican and a Democrat “ said 
a Miami Bear'h politico. “ Is 
that when a R epublican catc hes 


a fLsh. he has it mounted on hts 
wall. When a Democrat catch­ 
es one. he eats it 
“ A R epublican charters a 
boat and goes out after the 
fish The Democrat .sits on the 
pier and waits for the fush to 
come to him “ 
The inferenc’e suggested by 
thLs lifelong I^emcx'rat was that 
the (iOP represents an upper 
cru.st section of scx’iety. He may 
be right to a certain extent. 
If .spending habits of dele­ 
gates to the national party con­ 
ventions 
remain 
unchanged 
from 1964. R epublicans will 
.spend more money at Miami 
Beach than Demcx'rats will drop 
in C'hicago 
But overall spending by Dem­ 
ocratic delegates and alternates 
will surpass that of the Repub- 
licaas becau.se there are so 
many more I>emocTats. The 
Democratic delegation, includ­ 
ing alternates, totals 5.611. The 
R epublicans number 2.666 
The cost of nominating presi­ 
dential candidates has soared 
.spec tacularly in recent times. 
In 1940. ('hicago got the Dem- 
cxfratic convention on a bid of 
$125,000 and a free hall Phila­ 
delphia bought the R epublican 
.snow for $200,000 and a hall. 


I By 1964. reported convention 
eiipeases had soared to $1.2 
mjillion for the Democrats and 
$(|64.754 for the R epublicaas. 
Ttiat year, the Democrats said, 
was the first one in which the 
party raised sufficient funds for 
“ a first cla.ss convention.“ 
As convention costs went up 
along with the price of every­ 
thing else, an incTea.sed burden 
Was placed on host cities To 
win the 1968 (iOP .sc'ssions. Mi- 
ahii Beach had to pledge $850,- 
(HK) in cash and .servic-es and 
lay out $4 million for a new 
(Convention Hall. Chicago cor- 
rbled the IX'moc'rats for $200.- 
in money and services. 
The out-of-pocket expeases of 
(ielegates and alternates went 
up along with party costs. 
A survey after the 1964 con­ 
ventions showed that the aver­ 
age R epublic'an delegate spent 
$647 on traasportation. hotel 
rcKims. meals, entertainment 
and other personal expeases at 
Ban Franc'isco. The average 
DemcxTat put out $455 at At­ 
lantic City 
F"or the most part, the sur­ 
vey found, the delegates are 
bpper-income people who con­ 
tribute to their parties and pre- 
sumablv can afford the high 
cost of participation in poliUc's 
at the national level The Re- 
publicaas had a higher propor­ 
tion of delegates with incomes 
from $25,000 a year upward. 
SO* per cent to 30 per cent for 
the Deaux^rats. 


In the under - $20,000 range 
were 47.9 per cent of the R e­ 
publican delegates and 53.2 per 
cent of the IX'moi'rats. 
By guaranteeing the bulk of 
the party outlays, the cities 
hope to benefit in turn from a 
one-week upsurge in business 
and nationwide exposure on 
television and in the news me­ 
dia. 
If the conventions draw 25,000 
people to each city, as predict­ 
ed—and everyone spends about 
the .same — .some $16 million 
will be left at (’hicago and 
$11 million at Miami Beach. 


For Miami Beach, this ac­ 
tually may not represent any 
new busine.ss at all. for August 
is the biggest tourLst month of 
the year and the hotels are 
usuaily full. If the R epublicans 
were not here, other visitors 
would be occuping their rooms. 
For a tourist resort, however, 
the national publicity of a politi­ 


cal convention is priceless. 
A major item in rising costs 
has been the need for much 
much extensive facilities for 
the news media. 
The television networks say 
they spent about $15 million 
covering the 1964 conventions. 
If 
a 
telephone strike 
had 
forced the Democrats to move 
from Chicago to Miami this 
year, it was estimated that the 
networks would have saved $3.5 
million by avoiding duplication 
of facilities.

It has been well-publiri7.c'd that a number of 
American college's and universities seem unable to 
control the u.se of dope on their campuses 
It is not so well known that other schools have 
q uietlv Uiken .steps first, to enforce the law and. 
second, to educate their students as to the medical 
and health haz« 'irds in the use of marijuana. LSD and 
other dangerous drugs. 
This column will outline one such set of rule's, 
rcx’cnlly compiled, which was sent out to students 
with 
information 
cilscmssing 
the 
medical, 
psy chological and legal aspects of drug use and 
describing sc*rvicc's available through the' college s 
health centeni “should drug-use problems arise " 
It would seem that the common-sense approach 
taken by this school, ( al Tech, and some other 
might well be emulated nationwide. 
In part, this Is an atU*rnpt by the college to make 
available to its students accurate and reliable 
information on which eac'h student can. on his own. 
c'xercise his responsibility intelligently . 
The college say s it believes it can help its students 
grow 
in 
wisdom, 
maturity 
and 
re.sponsibility 
through educational meaas. It a.ssumes that most of 
its students are mature enough to assume a very 
considc'rable dc’gree of respoasibility for their own 
actions. 
But these* rules are also a rcx-ognition that the 
collc'ge is a part of the community and therefore 
cannot condone lawbreaking or the sheltering of 
students who break the law. 
The booklet points out that students are expec'ted 
to obey the law whc'ther or not they agree with its 
provisioiLS 
The rules provide that any student administering 
LSI) or an LSlUlike drug to any one else without the 
latter's knowledge, or knowingly permits others to 
do so. will be* subject to severe penalty , up to and 
including 
dLsmis.saI 
from 
the 
college. 
This 
punishment will be entirely apart from any legal 
panaltv which a student might incur. 
There Ls to be* no use of college property for the 
manufacture or proc essing of marijuana, LSD or any 
other drug whose manufacture or prcx essing is 
restricted hv law. Violators will be* subject to sev ere 
penalties, up to and imluding dismissal from the 
college, and may also be reported to appropriate law- 
enforcement authorities. 
Illegal drugs arc not to be usc'd on campus 
property and no supplies of illegal drugs are to be 
taken on the campus for any purpose. 
If violations of this policy cxx*ur in the student 
house’s and come to the attention of college 
authorities, the student involvc'd will be req uired to 
move out of the* student houses 
Any studc’fit who. as a result of using such drugs, 
acts in wavs which arc* seriously objectionable or 
harmful to fellow students or other individuals, or 
who (Teates serious social problem situations as a 
result of such usage, will be siibjc'ct to disciplinary 
action on the basis of these aetiorcs. 
Cal Tech has notified its students bluntly that it 
cannot and cicx’s not intend to interfere with 
legitimate law-enforcement activities to protecT its 
own students It has also .said that it will begin a 
broad educational program w ith regard to drugs.

D O C T O R I S M A I LB A G 


Varied Cau ses, Cu res 
For Mo u th Ailmen ts

Q — What causes cracks at thc corners of the 
mouth? Can they becurc’d*’ 
A — Common causes include a deficiency of 
ribofUivin 
or 
niacin 
and 
various 
infections, 
espt'cially with a fungus called Candida albicans. 
For the former, vitamin B complex is a specific cure 
and. for the latter, a lotion containing amphotericin 
B, a prescription drug, should do the trick. 
Q — What would cause excessive dry ness in my 
mouth? I drink plenty of fluids during the day and 
do not sleep with my mouth open. 
A — Belladonna, rauwolfia serpentina and their 
derivatives may cause dry mouth. Other causes in 
addition to the two y ou mentioned are lack of 
moisture in the ind(X)r air (espc'cially in the 
bedroom), excc*ssive smoking in one who has been a 
heavy smoker for many y ears, a deficiency of 
vitamin A or B and chronic rhinitis. Removing the 
cause is the only way to get lasting relief but. while 
y ou are waiting, y ou may get some relief by chewing 
gum or swishing a little olive oil around in y our 
mouth. 
Q — What Ls the best remedy for dry lips? I have 
tried several preparations but they c)nly make my 
lips greasy anci within 10 minutes they are dry again.

After Hikes By Maj or Steel Producers 
Expect Price Raises To Sw eep Industry 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Price hikes posted by 
the nation’s three bii^gest steel companies were 
copied Thursday by some smaller firms amid 
growing indications that the price raises may 
sweep the industry. 
Pittsburgh Steel, the nation’s 14th ranked 
producer, and Phoenix Steel./)ne of the industry’s 
smallest, fell in line behind industry giants U. S. 
Steel. Bethlehem and Republic in jacking up 
orices. 
Others Raise 
Pittsburgh, like Bethlehem and Republic, 
raised prices on virtually all its products, upping 
them $3 to $10 a ton. 


Phoenix, like U. S. Steel, was selective, hiking 
carbon steel plate by $7 a ton. U. S. Steel had 
announced prices raises only on its tin mill wares. 
There was no immediate word yet from other 
big producers, although some left no doubt they 
would have to up the prices of their products to 
help make up for inaeased labor costs reselting 
from Tuesday’s record industry’ settlement with 
the United Steelworkers union. 
Based on Costs 
Armco Steel said it Would announce irKreases 
Friday. 
Inland Steel commented flatly. “ Our decision 


will be based entireK’ on costs. 
and not any 
noise from Washington." 
Washington was not silent. President Johnson 
told reporters Wednesday that Bethlehem’s 
nearly 5 per cent hike was "unreasonable ” and 
said it "just should not be permitted to stand ” 
Hike Necessary 
But Bethlehem’s board chairman. Edmund F. 
Martin, promptly replied. "Our announcement. 
. speaks for itself. In our opinion, our price 
increase is absolutely necessarv. and we do not 
intend to withdraw it. ” 
The general tone of the industry comments 


indicated that steel executives were prepared to 
stand firmly behind the price moves and not 
rescind them as they did in 1962. 
Johnson Replies 
That was a year that practically the entire 
industry joined in a $6-a-ton price hike only to roll 
them back under pressure from an angry' 
President John F. Kennedy 
When President Johnson was asked Wednesday 
if he planned anv acuon to force a rollback, he 
only commented, "We urge them and reason with 
them and counsel with them and plead with them 
not to" increase prices.

Airport Bond Issue Explained 
As Stride Toward Big Future 


Dr. H. 0. Wilbur, chairman of the Sedalia Municipal Airport 
Board, explained the proposed stages of development for 
improving the present airport and the cost to the public, at a 
news conference Wednesday night. 
The expansion of the existing airport facility would be 
completed in three stages over a 20-year period, according to 
Wilbur. The funds for the first stage of the development would 
be provided from a $790,000 bond issue which, hopefully, will 
be presented to voters on Sept. 24. In addition, the federal 
government will provide approximately $700,000, totaling 
$1,490,000 for the cost of the first stage of development at the 
airport. 
The first stage of the program would include: acquiring 300 
additional acres of land; acquiring easements; extending the 
existing right-of-way; construction of a new 100 by 5,600 foot, 
north-south runway; partial construction of a new terminal 
building, aprons and connecting taxi-ways; and the closing of 
Boonville Road. 
The closing of Boonville Road would create a hardship for 
some of the residents north of Highway 50 and east of the 
airport, however. Dr. Wilbur pointed out that these persons 
could backtrack and come into Sedalia via the road next to the 
Brown Oil Co. service station which intersects with Highway 


50, with very little inconvenience. Also, in years to come. 
Highway 50 will bypass Sedalia to the north and these 
residents will be able to travel to the city much faster. 
The proposed airport program will enable the airport to 
handle small jets and light cargo planes which cannot land 
here at present. 
The second stage of the proposed development would 
include: completion of a north-south runway and a parallel 
taxi-way; completion of the terminal apron; expansion of 
hangar facilities and parking areas, and the closing of Griessen 
Road. 
Dr. Wilbur pointed out that Griessen Road would not be 
closed under this program unless a runway of over 6,000 feet is 
needed in the future. 
The 
third stage of the program 
would encompass 
construction on a northeast-southwest cross runway and a 
parallel taxi-way; an expanded hangar and parking area and 
the phasing out of the original terminal area. 


The city council must pass an ordinance permitting the bond 
Issue before Sept. 3, according to federal regulations, so that 
advertisement of the proposed bond issue can be advertised 
for 21 days prior to the proposed date of the election, Sept. 24. 
Reagan Appears Near 
Active Candidacy

lampaign for the Republican 
)residential nomination Thurs- 
iay, while Nelson A. Rockefel­ 
ler got a major assist in his bat­ 
tle of the polls with Richard M. 
Mixon. 
Nixon ended his long silence 
jn Vietnam policy with a broad­ 
ly worded statement declaring a 
Republican president could best 
jnd the war, while counseling 
gainst any campaign words 
izhich 
might undercut U.S. 
f>eace negotiators in Paris. 
And pollsters George Gallup 
ind Louis Harris issued a joint 
statement saying Rockefeller 
now holds a clear lead in a pres­ 
idential race against either Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
or Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy. 


Rockefeller men hailed the 
latest poll findings, and said 
they foretold a wide-open battle 
for nomination at the GOP na­ 
tional convention. 
Leonard W. Hall, Rockefel­ 
ler’s floor manager, said the 
Gallup-Harris account “ is fur­ 
ther confirmation of the mo­ 
mentum that has been building 
up in recent weeks all over the 
country’’ for the New York gov­ 
ernor.

spokesman, Herbert G. Klein, 
challenged the Gallup-Harris 
statement, which said a race in­ 
volving the former vice presi­ 
dent, Humphrey and third-partv’ 
candidate George C. Wallace 
would be extremely close 
“ I look at the figures and it 
seems to me there is a basic 
disparity between the national 


surveys,’’ he said. And he add­ 
ed:

Presta’s record is: 
Back in the ’30s he had two con­

Morris counterattacked with 
what he said was an affidavit 
from William R. Royster.

Despite this, ethics in both hou ses of Congress 
continu e abou t the same, as illu strated by the 
scand alou s manner in which Congress has recently 
bowed to the tru cking lobby , the highway lobby , the 
meat lobby and the gas pipeline lobby . 
Nick Kot2 and the 
Moines Register hav e 
ex posed the tru cking lobby in regard to a bill 
limiting the amou nt of commercial freight hau led by 
fann cooperativ es, now signed into law; also in 
regard to a bill d ou bling the size of triple trailer 
tru cks on interstate highway s from 7 3,280 pou nd s to 
138.000 pou nd s They hav e rev ealed that a total of 
$4 0.000 was contribu ted to the campaign kitties of 
key congressmen to oil the legislativ e wheels for 
these two bills. 
— The Hig hway Lo bby — 
Equ ally important, possibly more so. is the 
Fed eral Ilighway Bill which has been in a two-week 
hassle between the Hou se and Senate committees, 
with Sen John Sherman Cooper. R-Ky ., refu sing to 
sign the rep ort becau se it was stacked in fav or of the 
tru cking, cement and freeway lobbies. 
As written in the Hou se, the bill limited Lad y 
Bird ’s beau tification program, u nd ermined the 
protection of parks, historical sites, game refu ges, 
etc., and cracked d own completelv on the right of 
the cou rts and local planning commlssioas to hold 
u p freeway s which they d id n’t want.

1968. Rep. John Klu czy aski, Chicago Democrat and 
chairman of the Su bcommittee which v oted ou t the 
highway bill, got $30,000 from the same tru ckers’ 
committee. 
The following members of the important Pu blic 
Works Committee got $1,000 each from the Tru ckers 
Committee; John Blatnik, D-Minn., and William 
Harsha, R-Ohio. The following got $500 each: 
Robert E. Jones. Ala.; James Wright, Tex as; 
Kenneth Gray , 111.; Frank Clark, Pa.; Harold 
Johnson, Calif.; W.J.B. Dorn, S.C.; Arnold Olsen, 
Mont.; Ray Roberts, Tex as; James Kee, W.Va.; all 
Democrats; with Repu blicans James Grov er, N.Y.; 
Rc^er Zion, Ind .; Charlotte Reid , 111. 
These are the contribu tions to members of the 
Hou se Pu blic Works Committee only and d o not 
inclu d e money giv en to key members of other 
committees or to Senators. Significantly , Rep. 
Richard McCarthy , the Bu ffalo Democrat who pu t 
u p the chief battle insid e the Pu blic Works 
Committee against the tru cking lobby , was giv en a 
wid e berth by the tru ckers. They consid ered him 
hopeless. 


— Other Lo bb>ing Gimmicks — 


There were other interesting gimmicks which 
influ enced the highway bills besid es money . 
Howev er, which Nick Kotz d id not mention. 
Rep. William Harsha, the Ohio Repu blican, not 
only got $1,000 from the tru ckers, as rev ealed by 
Kotz, bu t his law firm represents Grey hou nd bu s, as 
rev ealed in the book “The Case Against Congress.” 
Grey hou nd , of cou rse, is one of the biggest highway 
u sers in the USA. 
Last month, when this colu mn reported on his 
fav ors for the highway lobby . Rep. Klu czy nski 
issu ed a piou s statement that he had nev er heard of 
Harold Wirth of Firestone Ru bber, the lead ing 
lobby ist for highway s; that he d id not associate with 
lobby ists and nev er accepted contribu tions from 
them. 
Now it d ev elops that Klu czy nski accepted $3,000 
from the tru ckers; also ad d ressed the American 
Road Bu ild ers Conv ention Feb. 23, 
1965, in 
Washington, and March 12, 1967 , in Miami, for 
which he was paid ex penses and a fee. Finally 
Harold Wirth, whom ‘‘he nev er heard of,” was a 
witness before Klu czv nski’s committee on April 4, 
1968. 
Klu czy nski has been one of the most consistent 
opponents of Lad y Bird ’s beau tification program, 
a champion of billboard s, and an ind efatigable ex ­ 
ponent of concrete thru way s regard less of where 
local planning commissions want them located . 
Actu ally , the freeway bill ju st passed is an 
u nnecessary piece of legislation. It was ru shed 
throu gh now becau se the lobby ists wanted to cash in 
on their lobby ing inv estments and weren’t su re 
whether they will hav e the same d ocile committee 
after Nov ember. The bill weakens both the present 
highway law and the Department of Transportation. 
Presid ent Johnson is biping u rged to take a stand 
against the lobby ists and for congressional ethics by 
v etoing the bill.

Repeaters 
Swel l Crime

WASHINGTON—(NEA) 
The other d ay in Baltimore a grand ju ry charged 11 men 
with a p art in one or more of six bank robberies between 
Feb. 22 and Ju ly 10, 1968. 
Fiv e of the 11 were ou t on bail on p rev iou s bank robbery or 
m u rd er charges. 
Police officers from cities of a million or more p op u lation 
hav e told this rep orter that in their areas less than a thou sand 
rep eaters accou nt for most seriou s crim e. 
A p olice lieu tenant from one of these cities say s, ‘‘If a few 
hu nd red selected men in my city were behind bars p erm a­ 
nently , crim e wou ld d rop d ram atically .” 
The record seems to su ggest p ersistent rep eaters shou ld 
not be eligible for p arole u ntil rehabilitation techniqu es are 
more certain, that bond requ irem ents shou ld be stiffer for 
hard ened rep eaters and that crim inal cases shou ld be brou ght 
to trial m ore qu ickly so that the gu ilty won’t hav e as mu ch 
time to comm it more crim es while waiting. 
Consid er fiv e ex amp les: 
• In Ju ne, 1967 , a 24 -y ear-old p arolee was killed while ru n­ 
ning from a Washington, D.C., arm ed robbery . 
The slain m an was on p arole for au to theft. He was also 
free on bond from a Nov ember, 1966, robbery charge. In ad d i­ 
tion, he was still on p robation for hou sebreaking. On the d ay 
before his d eath, he had been set free on a $2,500 bond on a 
charge of shooting a high school stu d ent who tried to eject 
him and others from a school when they barged in and 
shou ted obscenities at girl stu d ents. 
• In California, in Au gu st, 1966, a 6 7 -y ear-old wid ow was 
beaten and m u rd ered bv a conv icted rap ist free on bond 
awaiting trial on another rap e charge. 
This m an had a history of v iciou s assau lts and sex crim es 
starting in 1960 with a rap e of a 16 -y ear-old m entally retard ed 
girl. He had been briefly confined in a m ental institu tion after 
a p sy chiatrist had conclu d ed he was a sex u al p sy chop ath. His 
history is one of light sentences, p arole and p robation. 
• In Au gu st. 1966, a man was arrested in Washington, D.C., 
for the knife-p oint rap e and robbery of a 4 2-y ear-old woman. 
At the time of this attack he was being sou ght for an assau lt 
committed on a y ou ng mother a month before and as a su s­ 
p ect in other recent rap e cases. 
He had recently been released after serv ing p art of an 
eight-y ear sentence for a 1963 v iciou s assau lt on the wife of a 
former U.S. congressman. Alread y in 1963, at age 17 , he had 
an awesome fou r-y ear history of arrest for crim es of v iolence. 
• In Tennessee, in 1967 , a Kentu cky p rison p arolee was 
tried for the rap e and attem p ted m u rd er of a y ou ng mother. 
After the attack, he had strangled his v ictim into u ncon­ 
sciou sness and left her for d ead . 
He had been released after serv ing nine y ears of a life 
sentence for arm ed robbery . Du ring his p rison y ears, he had 
chalked u p 14 0 p rison ru le v iolations. In the month-and -a 
half he was ou t of p rison, he had been fired from two jobs 
for making obscene rem arks to female emp loy es. 
• In May , 1967 , Washington, D.C., p olice arrested a 19- 
y ear-old on a charge of hou sebreaking. He was, at the time, 
free on six sep arate bond s, two on ap p eals from crim inal 
conv ictions and fou r after charges or ind ictments, all for 
crimes ov er the p rev iou s 10 months.

And tickling a foot to see 
little toes cu rl m u st be an imp u lse some car 
resist. 


I well rem em ber one of m y own child ren, 
at nine months of age, being released from 
an isolation ward after a bou t with p neu ­ 
monia. He sat p assiv ely , was d isinterested 
in the activ ity arou nd him, p aid no attention 
to the fav orite bu nny we had brou ght for him 
to carry home. I was frightened by what 
seemed to be a comp lete change in his p er­ 
sonality . 


The p ed iatrician said , “ It’s terrible, isn’t 
it? We call it ‘the hosp ital stare.’ All he need s 
is some mother lov e.” 


Bu t, I p rotested , I had watched throu gh the 
glass as the nu rses fed him, talked to him, 
rocked him. He had been giv en not only 
good care bu t lov ing attention. 


The d octor agreed . “ Bu t,” he said , “my s­ 
teriou sly , it is not the sam e.” 


Tod ay we tend to shy away from u sing that 
sentimental term , “ m other lov e.” W hat was 
it any way , we ask, ex cep t a slow and su gary 
smothering of offsp ring, a strangling with 
ap ron strings by which woman secu red her 
niche in society . 


Fortu nately , most m others went on believ ­ 
ing that cu d d ling cou nts for something. They 
stru ng bright toy s ov er the bed of a fiv e-d ay - 
old “ nonseeing” infant, talked to him whether 
he looked at them or not, showed him no 
m ercy with their cooing and chin-chu cking.

Coating on Tongue 
Made of Dead Cel l s 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 
Q — What wo uld cause a white coating on the 
tongu e? 
A — The cause is a failu re to eat enou gh tongu e- 
scou ring food s, su ch as toast, raw carrots and nu ts, 
or eating them bu t not chewing them enou gh. The 
coating is mad e u p of one or more lay ers of d ead 
cells. 


Q — I am taking one-third of a glass of d ilu ted 
hy d rochloric acid with v itamin B complex for a 
geographic tongu e. Will this heal the tongu e? Can 
one take too mu ch of it? Can one become allergic to 
it? 
A — Since geographic tongu e is harmless and 
u su ally clears u p spontaneou sly in two to sev en 
d ay s, no treatment Is requ ired . It may come back 
bu t who will know it ex cept y ou , and then only when 
y ou ex amine y ou r tongu e in the mirror. I d ou bt that 
the remed y y ou are taking will influ ence its cou rse. 
It is possible to take too mu ch of the acid bu t not of 
v itamin B. These su bstances will not prod u ce an 
allergy . 


Q — What wo uld cause my tongu e to tu rn bright 
red at times? 
A — Scarlet to ng ue may be cau sed by scarlet 
fev er, some ty pes of anemia, niacin d eficiency or 
infection with Cand id a albicans. The cau se shou ld 
be sou ght becau se, ev en thou gh the tongu e may not 
be sore, some of these cau ses requ ire prompt 
treatment. 


Q — What wo uld cause soreness and bu rning of 
my mou th and tongu e? 
A — A so re to ng ue may be cau sed by eating too 
mu ch raw pineapple, a stone in a saliv ary d u ct, 
ex cessiv e smoking, a canker sore, a rou gh, jagged 
tooth or d ental plate, a bu rn or neu ralgia. If the 
sensation is one of bu rning, ad d itional cau ses 
inclu d e v itamin d eficiency and taking large d oses of 
antibiotic. Hav e y ou r d octor or d entist find and 
eliminate the cau se. 
Q — I frequently bite the insid e of my cheek. Is 
there any thing I can d o to prev ent this? 
A — If y o ur teeth are of normal size and 
configu ration, there is nothing y ou can d o to prev ent 
this ex cept to chew y ou r food more cau tiou sly . If it’s 
any comfort to y ou , ev ery one bites his tongu e or his 
cheek sev eral times in his lite. 
Q — My thro at and tongu e are often sore. I hav e 
small lu mps on the back of my tongu e. Is this 
normal? 
A — These are y ou r taste bu d s., You ’ll hav e to look 
elsewhere for the cau se of the soreness.

If y ou hav e ev er wond ered why m errie 
bu t conserv ativ e old e England , of all p laces 
gav e birth to the m iniskirt, of all things, a 
theory being ad v anced is that it is becau se 
of a p ecu liarity in that cou ntry ’s tax laws. 
Skirts shorter than 24 inches from waistline 
to hemline are officially classified as chil­ 
d ren’s clothing and are ex em p t from a 12 V2 
p er cent p u rchase tax . You r av erage ad u lt 
miniskirt ov er there d oesn’t ev en come close 
to that length. 
It is d ou btfu l, of cou rse, that tax es were in 
the mind s of d esigners when they first cam e 
ou t with m iniskirts, bu t it d oes seem like a 
p ossible ex p lanation of why the fad has lasted 
this long. 
The real fashion cru nch will come when the 
gov ernment gets arou nd to changing the law, 
as it has p romised to d o.
